Secretary of the Imperial Chineso Maritimo 
Customs ontitles him to speak with. authority. 
Britons have been aconstomed to hear that 
their country enjoys from 60 to 75 per 
cent. of the import trade of China. Mr. Kopsch 


_anslyses-_this. atatemout.with disquieting “can-*| 


dour. In 1899 tho total sterling valuo : of 
China's “foreign importa was £42,282,000; 
the British © Bo: of Trade | statistics 


show that during that year shipments from 


Great Britain to Chins and Hongkong reached 
an aggregate yalne of £9,038,1N 0, or 2h per 
cent. of China's total imports, And this, bo it 
noted, was £100,000 less than the total British 
exports to China ten years before. Despite the 
opening of new treaty ports and the coucessions 
in the matter of transit dues, Britsh exports to 
China have remained practically stationary 


g{ during the last decade. These figures, of 


course, do not take into account the trade be- 
tween India and China, or the trade done by 
‘Atstralia and other colonies. Considered on 
nu Imperial basis, the British share is matarial-
